These are 
some of the predictions affecting the 
welfare of jumanity made by Har- 
per Leech, writer on economic sub- 
jects. in his new book, "The Para- 
dox of PlenCy." 


That "this is not a depression but 


a mishandling of the greatest era 
of plenty the world has ever known," 
is the tJiesis of Mr. Leech's book. 
"T'.ie plain fact is," he says in his 
preface, "that after thousands, per- 
haps millions, of years of living on 
the energy grudgingly tendered by 
the sun through annual harvests of 
crops, man suddenly became awive 
that the same sun had been stor- 
ing energy for "millions of years. He 
discovered m coal an energy store 
with millions of times the energy 
available from his own muscles. 
Nearly two hundred years later, he 
still thinks of 'scarcity' when there 
Is no scarcity. 
And, failing to ad- 


Just his institutions and his finan- 
cial mechanisms to the conditions of 
plenty, he has failed to realize the 
advantages of plenty. 
Transformation of the United States. 


The transformation of the United 


States into a new form of industrial 
society, through the interconnection 
of electric power and transmission 
of energy, has already started, ac- 
cording to Mr. Leech, and "is now 
proceeding as rapidly as the pre- 
vious political and economic inter- 
gration of America by railroad con- 
struction." 


Mr. Leach points to recent devel- 


opments in the Carolinas as typical 
of what may be expected of the fu- 
ture industrialism of the United 
States in the wake of its constantly 
expanding use of electrical energy. 
"In the Piedmont region of the Car- 
olinas," he write?, "the first quar- 
ter of the Twentieth century wit- 
nessed a repetition of the industrial 
revolution of the Eighteenth century 
in the north of England. There was 
the same shift from agriculture and 
cottage industries to factories, but 
no growth of cities to correspond 
to the proven of the steam-cen- 
e rated r.alnlons like Manchester, 
Leeds.
